THE DIFFICULTY OF NAMING BOOKS. 


How the Title* of Some Famous 


Bnobn Were Chosen—Tlie Kind of 
Novel to Write. 


EW 
VOKK, October 29.—"There 


is nothing so trying to me as to name 
my books after they are written," 
said a famous author to me the other 
day. And I find this clitlietilty very 
general among 
our 
most 
clever 


writerF. I remember hearing Miss 
Alcott say that it had taken her more 
than six monlhs once to find the 
proper title for a book which it had 
;aken her less than three months to 
write. "She finally named it "Little 
Women." Mrs. Humphry Ward had 
a half-dozen titles for her novel be- 
!ore she decided upon "Itobert Els- 
more." Mrs. Burnett's first title for 


Little Lord Fauntleroy" was "Little 


Cedjic." 
Then she named it "A 


Little Lord," and finally hit upon the 
name now so famous. 
Longfellow 


was much perplexed when it came to 
titles for his work, and George Kliot 
was a long time choosing "Adam 
liode," and even 'then it was a 
friend's suggestion. The late K. 1'. 
Roe had a wonderful faculty for nam- 


his books. They came to him 


most naturally, and if al times they 
wore a trille sensational, they were 
what publishers called "good-selling 
titles." Publishers are growing more 
and more particular as to what names 
are given their books by authors. 
They know that much depends upon 
it title nowadays, and a good name 
has become an important factor in 
the 
success 


novels. 


THE K I N D OF NOVKI.S TO WKITK. 
The successful novel of today is 


that which contains some 
social 


problem woven into the narrative. 
This fact I learned in a recent con- 
versation with a prominent publisher. 
Said he: "There was a time, not long 
ago, when people wanted fiction pure 
and simple, and there are people of 
the same idea now. But novel read- 
ing has changed. Take Mrs. Ward's 
or Mr. Bellamy's novels, or Mr. 
Fronde's latest, and each presents a 
social problem. 
Of course, every- 


thing depends upon the topic woven 
into the narrative, and much upon 
the public's willingness to take it up. 
Let an author, however, take some 
problem which the public has had 
before it for some time, treat it well 
in narratire form, and the book is 
brought out just at the right time, 
and that author 
stands 
100 per 


cent better chance of success than if 
his story was pure fiction. It is like

Charles Kemble used to tell a story 
about a poor foreign dancer and 
pantomiinist who, after many annual 
attempts to clear his expenses by 
tendering himself a benefit, came 
forward one evening with a face 
beaming with pleasure and gratitude, 
and addressed the audience in these 
words: "Dear public, mache oblige. 
Ver good benefit—only lose half a 
crown—come again." The French- 
man's "oblige" recalls a story that 
(jronow tells of John Kemble, who 
had the honor of giving the 1'rince 
of Wales some lessons in elocution. 
According to the vitiate! pronuncia- 
tion of the day tho I'rinca, instead of 
saying "oblige" would say "obleego," 
upon which Kemble, with much dis- 
gust depicted upjn his countenance, 
said: "Sir, 
may I 
beseech your 


Koyal Highness to open your royal 
jaws and say oliligt1!" 


The True 8hak»f)|>eare. 


Thousands of people have been at- 


tending a 8[M!ctacle in New York City 
of ferocious lust and barbaric cruelty, 
night after night, and nave thrilled 
with horror and protested with their 
nerves at a representation which was 
so strangely out of keeping with the 
taste and the mood of our era. 


This spectacle is .Salvini's imper- 


sonation of Shakespeare's ''Othello." 


Two of the most intelligent and im- 


partial of our dramatic critics, in re- 
viewing this performance, took occa- 
sion to say, while commending its 
dramatic force and its artistic sub- 
tlety, that it was not Shakespeare's 
"Othello." 


ISotli of them gave us indirectly to 


understand that if it hud been Shakes- 
peare's "Othello," it would not have 
been so terrible ur so cruel. 


It ia just here tliat 1 wish to take

our age and temperament will not 
tolerate. 


Almost every eminent actor of our 


own er«, with ]>erhaps the single ex- 
ception of Kdwin Forrest, has at- 
tempted, in one way and another, to 
tone down and Koften tlie barbaric 
and elemental frankness and fever of 
!h£ drama. Kdwin 1 tooth tried his 
best to ideali/e it with a pure art-in- 
stinct and experimented aesthetically 
and vainly how to kill "Defdemona" 
without becoming a butcher. There is 
a voluminous record of stage attempts 
to tnaUo "Othello" an avenging priest 
of humanity ; an irresponsible instru- 
ment of destiny and 
an 
abstract 


su':"i!icial agent ot the gods. 


But while all this has substituted 


in the critical mind the traditional 
stage effort for the primal Shake- 
cperean intent, it has never suc- 
ceeded in dislodging from the student 
of Shakespeare the inevitable convic- 
tion that .Shakespeare meant to pict- 
ure an elemental man, the slave of 
his owa brute passions, and did not 
hesitate to put in evidence all the 
direct results of that passion. 


With this view I am warranted in 


aaying that Signor Salvini comes 
nearer to Shakos,,eare and gets far- 
ther from what we desire Shake- 
speare to bo on our stage than any 
other man who has ever played the 
part,—Nym Crynklr.
